The  Center  is 
open  from  9-4,  five  days  a 
week.

The  program  is  not  new  in 
the  management  profession 
but  can  have  great  value  in 
the  Town  of  Agawam.  Mr. 
Caputo  describes  it  as  “cross 
fertilization”  of  input  from  all 
segments  of  the  Town’s  em¬ 
ployees  in  an  effort  to  obtain 
the  best  final  product. 

The  program  is  directed  at 
reviewing  performance  on  a 
regular  schedule  so  that  man¬ 
agement  has  an  objective  test 
of  performance  to  rate  em¬ 
ployees  so  their  talents  may 
be  fully  utilized  and  weak¬ 
nesses  may  be  overcome. 
Most  importantly,  according 
to  Mr.  Caputo,  the  program 
provides  feedback  to  the  em¬ 
ployee  so  he  knows  at  all 
times  what  his  particular 
standing  is  with  his  superiors 
and  what  advancement  op¬ 


portunities  are  available  to 
him.  Each  employee  wants  a 
larger  slice  of  the  pie  and  this 
format  will  enable  him  to 
achieve  career  objectives. 

The  system  also  provides  the 
advantage  of  supervisor- 
employee  contact  on  a  per¬ 
sonal  basis  and  farther  pro¬ 
vides  an  appeal  procedure  if 
the  employee  disagrees  with 
his  rating.  The  system  is 
designed  to  provide  the 
framework  for  advancement 
within  the  system  while  moti¬ 
vating  work  performance  al¬ 
ong  the  way. 

The  “Employee  Perfor¬ 
mance  Appraisal  Program”  is 
scheduled  to  take  effect 
shortly  and  has  been  cir¬ 
culated  to  all  Town  Directors, 
Town  Council  members,  and 
supervisors  for  input.

The  Town  Charter  grants 
the  right  of  appointing  various  positions  to  the  Town 
Manager.  Cheif  Librarian  is  one  of  them.  He  appointed 
Miss  Donna  Campbell  of  Agawam  to  the  position  for  six 
months  with  the  proviso  "that  at  the  end  of  that  time  period 
there  be  an  employee  evaluation  of  her  performance.  He 
has  also  stated  that  he  has  checked  with  people  on  the  State 
Library  Commission  and  has  rccieved  assurances  that  Miss 
Campbell's  student  status  will  not  prevent  Agawam  from 
recieving  state  funding. 

Unfortunately,  the  appointment  came  at  precisely  the 
same  time  that  the  local  Library  Board  of  Trustees  was 
coming  to  a  decision  on  recommending  candidates  after 
conducting  an  exhausting  search  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr. 
Caputo  firmly  believes  that  the  Board  was  not  close  to  a 
decision  but  that  actually  from  three  to  five  more  months 
would  be  needed  by  “their  own  time  frame”.  Hence  the 
appointment  of  Miss  Campbell. 

Mr.  Caputo  believes  in  “promoting  from  within  whenever 
possible."  This  woman  has  worked  in  the  Town  Library 
system  for  nine  years,  comes  highly  recommended  and  is 
local.  Besides.  Mr.  Caputo  stated,  the  appointment  is  for 
six  months,  as  pointed  out  to  the  Board,  with  a  proviso  that 
her  performance  be  evaluated  and  a  final  determination 
made. 

Unfortunately,  again,  the  choice  of  Miss  Campbell  was 
not  well  received  by  the  Board  because  they  felt  that  she 
was  neither  qualified  (not  having  a  Masters  Degree  in 
Library  Science)  nor  that  she  had  even  applied  for  the 
position.  The  Board  felt  that  her  appointment  was  a 
collective  slap  and  reflected  an  attitude  that  their  efforts 
have  been  both  a  waste  and  a  sham. 

The  charges  and  countercharges  would  make  your  head 
swim.  Anonymous  night  callers  have  tried  to  give  us  inside 
facts  (or  ammunition)  but  have  only  served  to  further  mire 
the  situation.  The  personal  attacks,  undercurrents  and 
innuendoes  have  burst  forth.  All  in  all,  no  one  has  come 
through  this  drama  untarnished.  The  Town  Manager’s 
timing  is  suspect.  Miss  Campbell's  credentials  are 
questioned.  The  Board  has  resigned  in  an  apparently 
emotional  setting.  The  media  has  misquoted  and  misedited 
“news". 

People  are  up  to  here  with  mistakes.  When  the  dust 
settles  lets  hope  the  parties  remember  why  we  are  here:  our 
beautiful  new  Library  (long  overdue)  will  need  top  level 
administration.  The  entire  system  will  need  help  pulling 
everything  together.  Let’s  hope  that  the  resignations  did 
not  cause  us  to  lose  the  best  talent  available  in  the 
community  and  that  people  step  forward  as  "friends  of  the 
Library”. 

Finally,  the  Town  Manager  is  not  required  by  the  Town 
Charter  to  heed  the  advice  of  any  committee  or  board.  He  is 
paid  to  make  certain  decisions  and  depending  on  how  those 
decisions  stand  the  test  of  time  rests  his  future-and  ours. 
Name  calling,  pride  or  ego  won't  put  together  a  Library 
system.  Only  qualified  people  who  care  can  do  that.  Let’s 
give  it  a  chance  (not  that  we  have  a  choice),  but  even  more 
importantly,  let’s  pitch  in  and  help. 

Miss  Campbell  is  on  the  line.  Mr.  Caputo  is  on  the  line. 
If  worse  comes  to  worse,  document  your  Case  in  a 
businesslike  manner  and  when  the  appropriate  time 
comes. ..chop  heads.  Meanwhile,  let's  try  to  make  it  work.

The  disarrangement  caused  by  the  recent  great  storm, 
gradually  and  steadily  has  fallen  back  to  normalcy.  Traffic  is 
once  again  rolling  and  parking  the  car  as  futile  as  ever. 

Committee  hearings  on  all  matters  of  legislative  concern 
started  in  earnest  this  week.  Major  bills  which  were  heard 
centered  around  methods  of  recycling  materials,  primarily 
to  offset  the  expected  onslaught  of  support  for  a  “Bottle 
Bill".  Various  industries  now  offer  to  provide  settings  and 
fundings  for  stations  which  will  accept  glass,  metal,  etc.  for 
recycling.  This  is  being  well  received  in  some  statesand  has 
provided  an  alternative  to  potential  problems  now  being 
encountered  in  some  states  which  have  passed  bottle 
legislation. 

Committees  on  Counties,  Public  Safety,  Transportation 
bills  to  reorganize  the  MBTA  operations,  requiring 
emmission  control  testing  for  motor  vehicles,  safety  belt 
legislation  for  children  and  various  personnel  changes  in  the 
courts  and  jails  of  the  Commonwealth  are  now  meeting. 

The  Committee  on  counties  discharged  the  Court  Reform 
package  to  Ways  and  Means  with  no  change  in  language, 
virtually  the  same  bill  approved  earlier  by  the  Judiciary 
Conference  Committee.  Court  Reform  will  now  undoubtedly 
go  to  the  floor  for  debate  later  next  week. 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  has  scheduled  public 
hearings  on  the  Governor’s  budget  to  commence  on  March 
2,  and  all  agencies  will  be  heard  daily  through  March  22. 
There  is  much  optimism  that  this  ambitious  Schedule  can  be 
met.  that  a  budget  for  Massachusetts  will  be  signed  prior  to 


I'd  like  to  comment  on  a  recent  article  published  in  the 
Springfield  Republican  in  which  the  author  attempted  to 
place  the  blame  for  the  violence  in  the  Greater  Springfield 
Junior  Amateur  Hockey  League  on  the  parents.  Being  a 
"hockey  parent”  myself,  I  must  take  exception  to  his 
statement  that  the  problem  would  be  solved  if  all  the 
parents  were  locked  in  a  soundproof  room. 

I  propose  that  the  violence  does  not  happen  because  a  few 
(yes  a  few)  parents  choose  to  conduct  themselves  in  a 
manner  unbecoming  adults,  but  because  the  violence  on  the 
ice  is  allowed  and  even  encouraged  by  certain  coaches  and 
referees. 

I  have  witnessed  games  where  the  players  on  certain 
teams  knew  only  one  brand  of  hockey-the  “dirty”  kind. 
Without  their  tripping,  hooking,  cross-checking  and 
charging,  they’d  be  forced  to  play  a  game  of  skill-and  lose. 
This  kind  of  activity  is  certainly  not  conducive  to  good 
sportsmanship  and  is  something  that  is  not  done 
instinctively-it  is  learned! 

O.K.,  so  the  kids  learn  how  to  be  violent  players.  They 
get  on  the  ice  and  what  happens?  A  referee  calls  countless 
penalties  on  them  and  they  spend  more  time  in  the  penalty 
box  than  on  the  ice-right?  Wrong!  They  are  "allowed”  to 
bend  the  rules  by  the  officials.  I  have  seen  referees  verbally 
admonish  players  for  a  variety  of  flagrant  violations 
(elbowing,  spearing)-in  one  ear  and  out  the  other. 

One  must  hold  the  G.S.J.A.H.L.  officials  accountable  for

the  coaches  who  are  allowed  to  encourage  violence  and  for 
the  referees  who  are  permitted  to  ignore  it.  I  have  spoken  to 
some  consciencious  coaches  -  and  the  majority  of  them  are 
consciencious  -  who  have  asked  those  in  charge  of  the 
League  to  institute  a  “no  check”  rule.  They  have  been 
turned  down.  One  has  only  to  look  at  our  Canadian 
neighbors  to  see  how  effectively  the  game  of  hockey  can  be 
-without  checking,  the  precurser  of  hockey  violence-but  the 
G.S.J.A.H.L.  refuses  to  see. 

In  the  final  analysis,  then,  the  League  sanctions  the 
elements  that  precipitate  the  violence.  A  growing  number 
of  coaches  and  parents  are  becoming  increasingly  disturbed 
by  the  violence  that  is  permitted  on  the  ice.  I  have  watched 
games  where  four  and  five  players  have  been  injured-some 
transported  to  hospital.  What  will  it  take  before  enough 
people  demand  that  the  safety  of  the  players  be  the  first 
consideration  of  the  League?  How  serious  do  the  injuries 
have  to  become?  Let  us  clean  up  the  game  of  hockey  here  in 
Greater  Springfield  area  and  begin  to  stress  skill  and  not 
brutality  before  some  kid  is  injured  for  life-or  worse.

WHAT  DRAG? 

Less  than  ten  fishermen  out  of  100  know  how  to  adjust  and 
use  their  fishing  reel’s  drag  mechanism.  Maybe  it’s  because 
the  basic  principle  looks  simple,  or  perhaps  because  there 
has  been  a  notable  lack  of  information  made  available  to 
help  educate  fishermen.  More  fish  are  lost  and  more  blame 
placed  oil  bad  line  or  lack  of  fishing  skill  when,  in  fact,  the 
true  cause  may  be  failure  to  properly  use  the  reel’s  drag 
control. 

Common  practice  has  been  to  start  out  a  morning’s  fishing 
by  first  giving  a  few  tugs  on  the  line.  If  the  line  strips  off  the 
reel  without  poppitf.  everything’s  OK.  Sound  familiar.’ 

A  better  wav  io  check  for  drag  adjustment  is  to  thread  the 
line  through  the  rod  guides  of  your  rod.  Now  .  have  your 
buddy  pull  on  the  line  while  you  flex  the  rod  and  apply  line 
tension  in  the  normal  fishing  position.  Adjust  the  drag  to  the 
point  where  line  can  be  stripped  without  breaking  when  you 
rare  back  as  if  to  set  the  hook. 

Watch  the  tip  of  the  rod.  Does  it  bounce  erratically  as  line 
is  stripped  off  the  slipping  drag?  If  so.  you  might  have  a  dry, 
dirty  drag  mechanism  that  could  use  a  cleaning  and  spray 
shot  of  silicone.  You  may  notice  that  the  tip  of  the  rod  bends 
farther  down  at  first  until  the  drag  starts  working. 

If  you  are  using  mono  line,  it  is  a  good  policy  to  fill  the  reel 
with  new  line  each  season.  Keep  the  spool  filled.  The 
mechanical  advantage  exerted  on  the  drap  mechanism 
drops  as  the  effective  spool  diameter  decreases.  If  you  fish 
deep  trolling  or  bottom  fishing,  you  should  reset  your  drag 
after  stripping  off  that  approximate  length  of  line.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  fishing  reel  drag  is  a  poor  substitute  for  using 
weak,  worn  line.  Keep  your  reel  filled  with  strong,  premium 
mono.
